D ogs known to have been bitten by a mad dog are not disposed of. The 


most reprehensible carelessness marks tne attitude of the officials and the 


public. 


Today it is announced that another of the Schaller dogs has 
been 


shot. 
This step was taken voluntarily by its owner. 
The dog had been 


acting strangely, and Mr. Schaller took the wise precaution of killing it. 


N o official order prompted the action. 
For all that the authorities did, 


the animal might now be roaming the streets spreading the most terri­ 


ble disease known to medical science. 


Other dogs known to have been bitten by the Schaller dog are at 


large, and there is no telling when they may become rabid and attack 


people. 
As matters stand the citizens have no protection. 
It is ail left 


' to the whims of dog owners, and every dog owner, no matter how in­ 


telligen t and sane, is foolish about h is dog.

Startling defects in the* electrical 


equipment of L a Crosse have been 


found by R. P. Reeves and* W . T. 


Deason, Chicago, 111., representatives 


of the National Underw riters’ asso­ 
ciation. 
T h e two men are inspecting 
all La Crosse buildings with the e x ­ 
ception of dwellings and report the 
electrical conditions here to be the 
worst they ever have encountered. 
During the last week about 
225 
buildings 
have been 
inspected 
and 
only one per cent found* 
perfectly 


wired. 
This percentage allows tw o 
buildings in the entire number e x ­ 
amined, 
a result so 
startling 
that 
members of the comm on council, who 
have the electrical inspection bill in 
their hands, 
promise 
its 
immediate 
passage and enforcement. 
Not all of the buildings in the city 
have been examined, the inspectors 
canvassing all 
tile 
streets 
running 
north and south and are now at w ork 
on Main street. 
Between ten days 
and two weeks more is expected to 
see the completion of the work, and 
probably more startling results. 
Poor wiring, the w rong kind 
of 
wire and the em ployment of a cheap 
class of labor, are blamed 
for the 
conditions in La Crosse. 
W ire, not 
up to the underwriters specifications, 
has been use*! in some buildings and 
c a u s e d 'a / unfavorable report to be 
given. 
T h is 
includes 
service 
wires 
and also lamp cords. 
The material 
is classed as poor in general by the 
inspectors and with it the w orkm an­ 
ship is graded as poor, the product 
of the labor of mere youths. . 
In the underwriters’ rules there are 
a total of seventy-five defects in w ir­ 
ing and one* of each type has been 
found in La Crosse. 
Not a single one 
is missing, which fact in it>elf shows 
the deplorable and dangerous condi­ 
tion of the wiring. 
In many build­ 
ings more than one defect is found. 
in some five or more. 
Mr. Deason cited one case to prove 
his point and also illustrate the gen ­ 
eral conditions. 
Ile said: 
"D ow n on Third street I went into 
a saloon. 
I found a steel ceiling and 
wires touching the steel. 
T h e rub- j 
ber insulation had w o n and dropped 
off long before. 
The proprietor in­ 
formed me that during every electri­ 
cal storm the lightning played 011 his 
ceiling. 
"T h is 
is 
simply 
a 
uniform case. 
Think of the owner of a building al­ 
lowing fire a first class chance to de­ 
stroy his property. 
I informed that 
saloonkeeper that more than 
light­ 
ning wouln play with his building if 
not repaired and that fire* propably 
would be the element.” 
O nly three service switches, to cut 
off the entire current where the wires 
enter the store or factory, have been 
found in La Crosse. 
This is a serious 
defect, but one which can be reme­ 
died with ease. 
Cut off switches will 
he required when the underwriters’ 
rules are obeyed. 
The inspectors class 25 per cent 
of the buildings in La Crosse as haz 
ardous, dangerous, with fire liable to 
break out at any time. 
Thirty per 
cent are ranked as poor and the re­ 
mainder fair, but by no means per­ 
fect. 
This simple rating again illus­ 
trates the danger which has been in 
the midst of 
tile 
average 
business 
man, property owners and 
factory 
owner. 
O f the total number of buildings 
inspected one per cent is ranked as 
wired safely. 
T h is means about two, 
although a third building m ay be a d ­ 
ded to the list as conditions are near­ 
ly perfect. 
In the examination, the inspectors 
begin where the service wires enter 
a building and follow to the meter 
box and then throughout each circuit 
until 
the 
entire 
building 
has 
been 
looked over. 
Notes are taken of all 
defects. 
The property owner receives 
report of the condition of the build­ 
ing as does the occupant. 
I he owner 
is instructed to make repairs, and if 
not his insurance rates are increased. 
Ample time to make repairs and in­ 
stall perfect w iring is given. 
I hen 
a second inspection is ijpide and if 
the 
conditions 
are 
satisfactory 
the 
insurance companies receive 
notice 


to this effect. 
Business houses, schools, factories 
and churches will be inspected be­ 
fore the men leave L a Crosse. 
O n ­ 
ly the dwellings will escape in the 
hunt of defects. 
“E very place that is defective must J 
be 
repaired or the 
insurance 
rates j 
will be increased,’’ said Mr. Reeves. 
“ Usually the repairs are made, per­ 
haps not at once, but when the in- j 
surance is about to 
expire. 
M any 
owners of buildings prefer to have 
the wiring fixed at once. 
“ W irin g conditions in 
La Crosse 
are terrible. 
T h ey are the worst, I 
ever have seen. 
O f the total of seven­ 
ty-five defects, which are noted by the 


hie to burn down at any time. 


“ I am making a general inspection 


of the entire state. 
I have been at 


W aukesha, Green Bay and Beloit, but 


in none of these towns have the con­ 


ditions been as poor as in La Crosse. 


I don’t understand how the owners 


of property allowed their buildings 


to be wired in this way. 
In some 


cases the wiring has not been chang­ 
ed since put in, but this is no e x ­ 
cuse for a live business man. 
La 
Crosse has m any factories and good 
ones, but the electrical equipment is 
in direct contrast to the other m a­ 
chinery. 


“ I expect little trouble from 
the 
owners of property in having 
the 
wiring changed to conform with the 
underwriters’ specifications. 
In some 
places the entire wiring system must 
be torn out, but in others repairs will 
place the equipment in first class con­ 
dition. 
W hen it is required, the un­ 
derwriters’ 
specifications will 
be 
in 
the hands of the contractor and he 
must sign a contract that he has com- j 
plated the job in conform ity 
with 
these rules when finished. 
Then the ; 
hazard against the building will be 
taken off by the insurance companies
